Officials Say Anything Under 14 
Per Cent Is Considered 
“Good.” 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—The 
Relief Administration, accused of 
“shameful waste” by Senator Bor- 
ah, announced today that 116 per 
cent of relief expenditures during 
August went to pay administrative 

costs. 

Officials said this compared with 
administrative expenses amounting 
to 11.3 per cent of total relief out- 
lays for July and 10.8 per cent for 
May and June. They asserted the 
increase in recent months was 
largely the result of well-digging 
and other drouth relief activities 
which for one reason or another 
had been charged to administration. 
Spokesmen said anything below 14 
per cent was considered “good ad- 
ministration.”

| BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Nov. 19.— 
President Roosevelt completed an 
inspection of the new Tennessee 
Valley development yesterday. 

He told a crowd at Tupelo, Miss., 
that the valley’s program would be 


“copied in every state in the union 
before we get through,” he added: 
“This is not regimentation. It is 
community rugged individualism.” 
/ At Birmingham, Ala., Mr. Roose- 
velt told a crowd of 20,000 that the 
problems of the heavy industries— 
iron, steel and coal—“are matters 
of the keenest concern to the whole 
administration.” 

“The great program of public 
works now in full swing calls for 
vast quantities of the iron and steel 
and other capital goods which this 
area produces,” he said. 

“Definite improvement has al- 
ready made its appearance as it 
has in the coal industry. The suc- 
cess of the NRA coal code appears 
not only in the more orderly min- 
ing of coal, but also in the more 
steady employment and the bigger 
pay envelopes of the thousands of 
miners who were in sore straits 
before the Government acted.” 

Text of Speech. 

The stenographic report of Presi- 
dent’s speech at Tupelo follows: 

“Senator Harrison, Gov. Connor, 
Mr. Mayor, my friends: 

“I would not make a speech to 
you today because we are assem- 
bled on this glorious Sunday morn- 
ing more as neighbors than as any- 
thing else. 

“I have had a very wonderful 
three days and everywhere that I 
have gone the good people have 
come as neighbors to talk with me, 
and they have not come by the 
thousands—they have come literally 
by the acres. 

“This is the first time in my life 
that I have had the privilege of 
seeing this section of the State of 
Mississippi. Many, many years ago, 
when Pat Harrison and I were al- 
most boys, I got acquainted with 
his stamping ground down on the 
gulf. Today I am especially glad to 
come into the northern part of the 
State. 


Notes Change in People. 

“Two years ago, in 1932, during 
the campaign, and again in Janu- 
ary, 1933, I came through Kentucky 
—through the Tennessee Valley— 
and what I saw on those trips— 
what I saw of human beings, made 
the tears come to my eyes. The 
great outstanding thing to me for 
the past three days has been the 
change in the looks of people’s 
faces.’ 

“It has not been only a physical 
thing. It has not been the contrast 
between what was actually a scar- 
city of raiment two years ago, or 
a lack of food two years ago—the 
contrast between that and better 
clothing and more food today—but 
it is something in people’s faces, 
and I think you understand what I 
mean. There wasn’t much hope in 
those days. People were wonder- 
ing what was going to come to this 
country. And yet today I see not 
only hope but I see determination 
—knowledge that all is well with 
the country and that we are com- 
ing back. 

Nation Watching Valley. 

“IT suppose that you good people 
know a great deal more of the ef- 
forts that we have been making in 
regard to the work of the Tennessee 
Valley Authority than I do because 
you have seen its application in your 
own counties and your own towns 
and your own homes and, therefore, 
it will be like carrying coals. to 
Newcastle for me to tell you about 
what has been done. 

“But perhaps in referring to it I 
can use as a text—a text that may 
be useful to many other parts of the 
nation, because people’s eyes are 
upon you and because what you are 


doing here is going to be copied in 


every State of the Union before we 
get through. 

“We recognize that there will be 
a certain amount of—what shall I 
say ?—rugged opposition to this de- 
velopment, but I think we recog- 
nize also that the opposition is fad- 
ing as the weeks and the months 
go by, fading in the light of prac- 
tical experience. 

Cheap Power Increases Use. 

“TI cite certain figures for the 
benefit of the gentlemen of the 
press who have come hither from 
many cities. I am told that from 
March of this year, when you start- 
ed using TVA power, the consump- 
tion of power for residential pur- 
poses has risen from 41,000 kilo- 
watts to 89,000 kilowatts, an in- 
crease of 126 per cent. I under- 
stand that from the financial point 
of view, in spite of various fairy 
tales that have been spread in other 
parts of the country, your power 
system is still paying taxes to the 
municipality. That is worth re- 
membering.. Furthermore, that as 
a whole it is a remarkable business 
success. 

“T talk about those figures first 
because it has been so often wrong- 
ly alleged that this yard stick which 
we are using would not be applied 
to private business and because a 
Government yard stick receives so

TWO BODIES FOUND 
UN LONELY ISLAND 
IN THE GALAPAGOS 


Thought to Be Those of 
German and Wife Who 


Ventured From Home on 
Another Isle. 


APPARENTLY DIED 
OF STARVATION 


Skipper of Tuna Clipper 
Makes Discovery When 
Prowling on _ Barren 
Beach, He Reports. 


By the Associated Press. 

LOS ANGELES, Nov. 19. — Two 
bodies lie today on—the beach of 
Marchena Island in the Galapagos 
group, just as a fishing boat captain 
found them Saturday. They were 
identified tentatively as those of 
Arthur Wittmer, a German, and his 
wife, who presumably died of star- 
vation and thirst when they were 


marooned after venturing from their 
home on Charles Island in the same 
insular group. 


ing. the beach on the barren island, 
found the bodies. 
Furnished with descriptions of the 
German couple by Capt. G. Allan 
Hancock, a Los Angeles explorer 
who knew them, Capt. Rodriguez 
advised Mackay radio station here 
he definitely had identified one of 
the bodies as Wittmer, and said the 
second body was probably that of a 
woman, the wife of the adventurer. 
Second Body May Be Man’s. 
There was also a possibility the 
second body might be that of Al- 
fred Rudolph Lorenz of Paris, 
France, who was one of a group of 
adventurers who sought solitude on 
Charles Island. 
| A passport bearing Lorenz’s name 
was found on the body of the man 
identified as Wittmer. A packet of 
letters was found near the second 
body. 
From a letter addressed by Mrs. 
Wittmer to Capt. Hancock at his 
home in Los Angeles, was this ex- 
cerpt: 
“Must hurry now and complete 
this, because Arthur is waiting to 
take it to Lorenz, who is waiting in 
his sloop off Santa Maria Island to 
take the mail to San Cristobal.” 
“It seems to me Mr. and Mrs. 
Wittmer started out from Charles 
a contact Lorenz on one of 
the other islands,” said Capt. Han- 
cock. “They apparently were swept 
northward across the Equator by 
a sudden. storm. At any rate, the 
meager description of the bodies re- 
ceived here indicate to me the vic- 
tims are Mr. and Mrs. Wittmer.” 
Parents of Two Children. 
The Wittmers were the parents of 
a 2-year-old girl and a 14-year-old 
boy. They lived on the lonely equa- 
torial island with Dr. Frederick 
Ritter and Dora Karwin, German 
nudists. 
Near the smaller body was a bun- 
dle of infant’s clothing, but there 
was no trace of a child’s body. Capt. 
Hancock said he had presented a 
supply of clothing to Mrs. Wittmer 
for her baby when he was at Charles 
Island last February. 
There was also a possibility, pro- 
viding the skipper of the tuna boat 
had erred in making his identifi- 
cation of Wittmer, that the two 
bodies might be those of Baroness 
von Wagner and a man named 
Phillipson, who lived on Charles 
Island until two months ago. Their 
present whereabouts is unknown. 
Capt. Rodriguez, after taking all 
the evidence that might point to 
identification of the pair found on 
the beach, left the bodies where he 
found them, Mackay Radio here 
was informed.

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TWO MORE RUSSIAN 
FARMERS GET DEATH 


Eight Now Condemned to Face 
Firing Squad Because of 
Poor Cotton Output. 


By the Associated Press. 

TASHKENT, U. S. S. R., Nov. 19. 
—Two more farmers were sen- 
tenced to death today for sabotage 
and theft of Government property, 
bringing to eight the total number 
of men ordered to face a firing 
squad for neglect of the cotton 
crop. 

The Uzbekistan Supreme Court 
still is holding trials on other col- 
lective farms with more than 40 
defendants. 

The latest men condemned were 
M. Kadyrov and Mamaroul Mama- 
daliev, former chairman and chair- 
man, respectively, of the harvest- 
ing department of the collective 
farm. 

The farm fulfilled only 2.6 per 
cent of its cotton quota, the worst 
record so far revealed in the trials. 
The defendants were charged with 
destroying 200 acres of cotton by 
discharging “shock workers” on 
trumped up charges, and also with 
the theft of livestock, wheat and 
1200 rubles belonging to the farm. 
Two other workers were sentenced 
to 10 years’ imprisonment each. 


KANSAS LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL 
URGES TWO LEGAL REFORMS 


Proposes to Give State as Many 
Jury Challenges as Defense and 
to Require Notice of Alibi Plea. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
TOPEKA, Kan., Nov. 19.—The 
Legislative Council, which met here 
last week to prepare a program for 
the coming session of the Kansas 
Legislature, has approved’ two 
measures in the interest of more 
efficient criminal justice. 
One would give the State the 
same number of challenges as the 
defense, in selection of juries in 
criminal] cases. At present, the 
State has one-half as many chal- 
lenges as the defense. The other 
bill would require advance notice 
when an alibi is to be offered in 
defense, so that the prosecution may 
—_ up on it. 
The Legislative Council, estab- 
lished by act of the 1933 Assembly, 
and known as the “little legisla- 
ture,” is composed of 10 Senators, 
15 Representatives and the presid- 
ing officers of both houses. 


SHOE PRODUCTION UP 8 PCT. 


in First 


Exports Increase 27 Pct. 
Half of 1934. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 19. — The 
Commerce Department today _ re- 
ported an increase of 8 per cent in 
the production of leather footwear 
and of 27 per cent in shoe exports 
during the first half of 1934, over 
1933 figures. The largest increase 
was in men’s work shoes, produc- 
tion of which was expanded more 
than 28 per cent. There was an in- 
crease of 74% per cent in women’s 
and 8 per cent in infants’ shoes. 
Exports of all leather footwear 
during the first half of 1934 
amounted to 470,465 pairs compared 
to 370,033 pairs in the corresponding 
period of 1933.

NORTHERN CALIFORNIA SWEPT 
BY WIND AND RAIN STORM 


Three Drowned in San Francisco 
Bay; Heavy Snow in Sierra 
Nevadas. 

By the Associated Press. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 19.—A 
wind and rain storm swept North- 
ern California yesterday, while in 
the Sierra Nevadas highway crews 
fought large drifts of snow. 

Three men were drowned in San 
Francisco Bay, but the 14-year-old 
son of one clung to the capsized 
boat for more than three hours un- 
til he was rescued. Those drowned 
were: Joseph Duarte, C. G. Silva 
and Johnny Costa, all of San 
Leandro. Walter Duarte grabbed 
the gunwale of the tossing boat and 
hung on while the three men were 
swept away. 

More than three feet of snow was 
reported at Donner Summit. Depths 
at other mountain points ranged 
from a foot to three feet. In the 
San Francisco Bay area, the storm 
uprooted trees, interrupted electric 
and telephone service, choked street 
drains and flooded basements. 

A heavy rain and snow storm 
swept over Northern Utah. LEight- 
een inches of snow fell on the wa- 
tershed in the Wasatch Mountains, 
increasing the total depth to 24 
inches—four times the amount on 
the corresponding date last year.

TWO LITTLE GinL® 
BEATEN TO DEATH, 
3 NEGROES HELD 


Bodies Found in Virginia 
Woods After Search — 
Prosecutor Says One Man 


Has Confessed. 


By the Associated Press. 


—The bodies of two girls, their 
skulls crushed by heavy blows, were 
found in woods near here early this 
morning by a searching party and 


shortly afterward authorities arrest- 
ed three Negroes and took them to 
Roanoke for safe-keeping. 

The two children, Alice B. Hill, 13 
years old, and Helen Hill, 9, had 
been missing since last night after 
they had visited the farm on which 
one of the arrested Negroes lived. 

The Negroes arrested were Philip 
Jones, 25; Chester Smith Jr., about 
23, and Jones’ wife. Common- 
wealth’s Attorney Putnam stated 
that he had a confession from Jones 
that he had a full confession from 
Jones that he killed the children. 

Coroner Huuff said the girls, chil- 
dren of Mr. and Mrs. E. R. Hill of 
Clifton Forge, died of skull frac- 
tures. He said the older girl had 
been assaulted. 

The Coroner said a notgun, the 
stock broken and bearing blood 
stains, was found under the Jones 
home. He said the younger child 
evidently ad been killed first, and 
that the two had been dead for 
about 12 hours at the time the 
bodies, bound together with twine, 
were found about 100 yards from 
the Jones dwelling. 

Jones had a gunshot wound in 
one of his legs below the knee 
which he says was accidentally in- 
flicted. 


Authorities said they learned the 
children left home { nday after- 
noon after the parents had received 
a telephone call from Jones asking 
that they be sent to notify his wife 
that he would not be home until 
late. Officers said they established 
that soon after this call, Jones 
went home. 

A searching party was formed 
last night after the children failed 
to return home. The bodies were 
found about 4 o'clock this morning.

PLAN TO LIMIT 
CORN CROPS 
MODIFIED 
BY WALLACE 


Secretary Announces New 
Contracts Will Call for 
Acreage Curtailment of 
But 10 Per Cent Though 
30 Pct. Can Be Made. 


SIMILAR ALTERATION 
IN HOG PROGRAM 


Change Made, It Is Stated, 
Because Prices Are Im- 
proved and Effect of 
Prospective Surplus Is 
Less Apparent Than Year 
Ago. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—Easing 

up the drastic crop reduction pro- 

gram, Secretary of Agriculture Wal- 


lace announced today that mid- 
western farmers in 1935 will be 
asked to keep corn acreage and hog 
numbers only 10 per cent below 
their 1932-33 average. 

The reductions compare with the 
20 and 30 per cent cut in corn and 
25 per cent cut in hogs required 
under the 1934 contract. 

The maximum corn acreage that 
the new contract signers may plant 
is 90 per cent of their average dur- 


They may, however, make a 30 per 
cent cut in acreage, growing a mini- 
mum of 70 per cent of the base 
period, and receive benefit payments 
for the additional 20 per cent re 
duction. 

The 90 per cent maximum, assum- 
ing a return to normal weather con- 
ditions, will permit the production 
of about 250,000,000 bushels of corn 
in excess of estimated require- 
ments for livestock feeding. 

Sealing of Surplus. 

This excess, if produced, will 
again be sealed under a continua- 
tion of the corn loan program, Wal- 
lace intimated. Only farmers who 
sign the acreage adjustment con- 
tract will be eligible to receive loans 
on corn they store and thus keep 
off the market. 

The maximum of 90 per cent on 
hogs will apply only to those pro- 
duced for market from 1935 litters, 
with no limitation on purchases of 
feeder pigs from other contract 
signers. Pigs bought from  non- 
signers will be limited as before to 
the average number bought during 
the base period. 

Total adjustment payments to 
farmers, it was estimated, will be 
between $150,000,000 and $165,000,000 
in 1935. Funds for the payments 
will be raised by continuing the 
processing taxes of $2.25 a hundred- 
weight on hogs and 5 cents a bush- 
el on corn though the year begin- 
ning Nov. 5, 1935. 

35 Cents for Corn. 

All taxes collected during the 
marketing years 1933-34 and 1934-35 
will be needed for the $300,000,000 
of adjustment payments for last 
year’s pig-purchase and this year’s 
corn-hog reduction programs. 
Adjustment payments for corn re- 
ductions will be made at the rate of 
35 cents a bushel of yield esti- 
mated for the acres taken out of 
production. Payments for 1934 were 
made at the rate of 30 cents @ 
bushel. 

The first payment of 15 cents a 
bushel will be made as soon 4s 


signers’ contracts are approved, 
The rest, less the producer’s share 
of local administrative expenses, 


will be paid on or about Jan. 1, 
1936. 
Hog payments will be at the rate 
of $15 per head for the number 
produced. This compared with $5 
a head under the 25 per cent re 
duction this year. 
In other words, a farmer whose 
base period production was 20 hogs 
and who raised only 15 in 1934 was 
paid $5 for each hog raised, or a 
total of $75. The same farmer, 
under the 1935 contracts, would be 
paid $15 for each of the five hogs 
he did not raise, or $75. 
Upon acceptance of the producer’s 
hog contract he will receive $7.50 
per head of the $15 due, getting 
the rest about Jan. 1, 1936. 
Predicts Income Increase. 
Wallace said that because of the 
smaller percentage of adjustment 
in hog numbers the total hog pay- 
ments per farm would not be so 
high as during the last year, but 
that the producer's total income, in- 
cluding his return from the _ in- 
creased number of hogs, would be 
larger. 
Farmers who reduce corn acré- 
age in 1935 will not be required to 
set aside a definite tract of land as 
“con ed acres,” as was required 
this year, and may rent to the Gov- 
ernment any acreage with a corn

BERLIN, Nov. 19.—Reichsbishop 
Ludwig Mueller opened a new phase 
of the Protestant Church conflict 
today with the rallying call “I shall 
stay by my post as long as I can 
stand.” 

Lending support to the Reichs- 


futhrer Hitler would receive the 
German Christian representatives 
(Nazis) this week. Evidence that 
the opposition still fights, however, 
was contained in a reliable report 
that Bishop Julius Kuehlewein of 
Baden, once a staunch friend of 
Mueller, had left the German Chris- 
tian camp for the _ confessional 
synod. 

Mueller declared before a large 
congregation in the fashionable sub- 
urban Steglitz church: 

“Once during the war I was un- 
der bombardment when I saw a 
wounded man. I told him to report 
for first aid. He replied, ‘I shall 
stay by my post as long as I can 
stand.”: These are the words I use 
today to announce my decision to 
remain as Reichsbishop.” 

Fanfares from trumpeters of the 
Potsdam cavalry regiment, march- 
ing songs and shouts of “Heil!” lent 
to the service a strange atmosphere. 
Mueller wore two iron crosses on 
his black cassock. 


Insurgents Charge Deception. 

Opinion was growing in confes- 
sional synod circles that they had 
been deceived by the Muellerites’ 
peace promise and continuance of 
the struggle was foreshadowed. 

Hitler’s dictum giving both camps 
a free hand was viewed as entirely 
without good results. The Mueller 
group remains in possession of the 
official machinery enabling it to in- 
flict disciplinary measures on fre- 
calcitrant pastors. 

The opposition, far from showing 
any sign of surrender, defiantly 
welcomes persecution as the inevi- 
table fate of the “True Evangelical 
Church Under the Cross.” 

Speakers at a meeting of the Ger- 
man Christian pastors Friday ad- 
mitted the situation was “far from 
satisfactory.” They maintained 
they had shown a far more concili- 
atory spirit than the opposition and 
said that “on both sides the pastors 
are making each other’s lives mis- 
erable.” 

New Legislation Proposed. 

New church legislation making it 
impossible to bridge differences is 
reported in the course of prepara- 
tion by Mueller’s new legal expert, 
Dr. Christian Kinder. 

The Nazi claim to “totality” or 
exclusive dictatorial rule in every 
domain of German life met an ob- 
stacle in the confessional synod. 
Faced withthe dilemma of suffer- 
ing loss of prestige, or risking the 
political defection of large groups 
of peasants in Bavaria and Wurt- 
tember by attampting to compel 
church unity, Hitler chose the loss 
of prestige. 

He received three opposition 
Bishops, Hans Meiser of Bavaria, 
Theophil Wurm of Wurttemberg 
and August Marahrens of Hanover, 
and told them his party and the na- 
tion no longer had any interest in 
the church fight. In other words, 
the party organizations no longer 
were to give support to the Ger- 
man Christians, the Nazi Protes- 
tants. The confessional synod wel- 
comed this action as the most fun- 
damental in 400 vears. 

Issues That Divide Church. 

The issues which have divided the 
Protestant church into two warring 
camps, briefly, are these: 

1. The German Christians insist- 
ed the leader of the unified church 
should enjoy the confidence of Hit- 
ler, and elected Mueller, friend of 
Hitler. The opposition protested 
against the election as illegal be- 
cause the national synod was 
packed with Nazis when the vote 
was taken, Sept. 29, 1933. They re- 
garded the previous election of 
Friedrich von Bodelschwingh as 
binding. 

2—The German Christians held 
that the church, like the state, must 
be reorganized on a leadership prin- 
ciple. The opposition held that 
the very essence of the reformation 
Was that the authority of the 
church must proceed from the bot-

DEFENSE SEEKS 
FOURTH DELAY OF 
XTORTION TRIAL 


Plea by Attorney Bass for 
Tipton, Fiorito and Crets, 
Accused by Michael Ac- 
cardi. 


A request for further delay was 
made today in the case of Herman 
Tipton, Carl Fiorito and Jerome 
Crets, charged with extortion and 


Accardi for ransom, and continued 
three times previously. The case 
of Tipton, ex-convict and reputed 
head of the Cuckoo gang, and his 
two associates, is in Judge Hogan's 
court. 

The defense lawyer, Sigmund M. 
Bass, made the request for delay, 
on the ground that a witness neces- 
sary to the defense, Dominic Filip- 
po, 5347 Bischoff avenue, was out 
of the city. He said he would not 
ask for a continuance to another 
term, but only a postponement of 
about two weeks in the present 
term. 

When the case was called today, 
Assistant Circuit Attorney William 
B. Flynn said he was ready. Bass, 
who has obtained the three previ- 
ous continuances, said he was not 
ready because of Filippo’s absence 
from the city. He said Filippo 
would give testimony affecting the 
credibility of the State’s witnesses. 

Judge Hogan told Bass to pre- 
pare an affidavit on the matter, and 
suggested that the State might be 
willing to concede that Filippo, if 
present, would testify in accordance 
with Bass’ statement. Flynn said 
he could not agree to such an ar- 
rangement without the Circuit At- 
torney’s approval. 

Two Extortionists Killed. 

Tipton, Fiorito and Crets were 
arrested last February, after two 
extortionists, Norman Godier and 
James Vincent Griffin, were killed 
by city detectives at the home of 
Accardi, former bootlegger, from 
whom the two had attempted to 
extort money. 

Accardi, who lived at 5952 Oak- 
herst place, told the police that 
Tipton, Fiorito and Crets were 
parties to the demand for money, 
and that on a previous visit of all 
five, $150 was taken from him un- 
der the threat that unless he sub- 
mitted and yielded further money, 
he would be taken “for a ride.” 

Witnesses before the grand jury 
in the case were Accardi, his wife, 
his cousin, Vincent Paesanante, and 
Mrs. Pasanante. An indictment was 
voted March 1 against the three 
present defendants. The maximum 
penalty for extortion—which is 
equivalent legally to third-degree 
robbery—is five years’ imprison- 
ment; for attempted kidnaping for 
ransom, as for the accomplished 
crime, the penalty ranges from fivo 
years to death. 


AMERICAN PLAN FOR ARMS 
CONTROL TO BE PRESENTED 


Hugh Wilson to Seek Favorable 
Action on It by Steering Com- 
mittee at Geneva. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 19. — The 
American plan for international con- 
trol of the manufacture and traffic 
in arms and munitions through 
stringent licensing and publicity 
provisions will be formally present- 
ed to the Disarmament Conference 
Steering Committee when it meets 
in Geneva tomorrow. 
Secretary of State Hull said to- 
day Hugh Wilson, American Minis- 
ter to Switzerland, who has been 
sounding out European and Asiatic 
Powers on the plan, would make 
every effort to have the committee 
act favorably and pass the plan on 
to the special committee on arms 
control. 
The State Department, Hull said, 
had not received any official report 
from Wilson which would confirm 
press reports that Premier Musso- 
lini had received the Roosevelt-Hull 
suggestions coldly.

Trial of Bart Davit and Felix Mc- 
Donald on the charge of kidnaping 
Dr. Isaac D. Kelley for ransom 
was continued today, by consent of 
both State and defense, until the 
January cerm, which begins Jan. 8.

Circuit Judge Nolte at Clayton. 
When the case was called this 
morning, Associate Prosecuting At- 
torney John J. Wolfe announced 
that both sides had agreed on a 
continuance for the term. He made 
no reference to the fact that Prose- 
cuting Attorney Anderson is _ in 
County Hospital suffering from 
serious injuries incurred when his 
automobile was crowded off Lind- 
bergh boulevard Oct. 9. 

“The Court will not set a definite 
date for trial,” Judge Nolte said, 
“in view of Mr. Anderson’s condi- 
tion. Counsel should get together 
some time in December, however, 
and agree on a date in the January 
term. The case will be continued.” 

Verne R. C. Lacy, counsel for 
Davit, McDonald and Mrs. Nellie 
Tipton Muench, a co-defendant, 4736 
Westminster place, was in court 
when the continuance order was 
entered. Davit is held in St. Louis 
City Jail, McDonald in county jail. 
Mrs. Muench is at liberty on $25,000 
bond, with her case also docketed 
for call in the January term. 

Angelo Rosegrant, first of four 
defendants in custody in the case 
to go to trial, was convicted Oct. 4 
and sentenced to 20 years in the 
penitentiary. He is now at liberty 
on $30,000 appeal bond. Tommy Wil- 
ders, notorious Shelton gangster and 
fifth defendant in the case, is a fu- 
gitive.

STANLEY FIELD 
SEEKS AGQUITTAL 
IN INSULL CASE 


Chicago Banker ‘‘Only a 
Bystander” in Alleged 
Mail Fraud, Attorney 
Tells Court. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 19. — Stanley 
Field’s attorney asked Federal 
Judge James H. Wilkerson today 


to acquit the socially prominent 
Chicago banker as only a bystand- 
er in the Insull mail fraud case. 

“We have given a convincing and 
innocent explanation of Mr. Field’s 
connection with this case,” Attor- 
ney Frederick Burnham told the 
Judge. “If there ever was a scheme 
to defraud—and I refrain from dis- 
cussing that—it is clear Mr. Field 
had no part in devising it, and no 
knowledge of it. 

“The Government’s case is entire- 
ly circumstantial, and the circum- 
stances. point as much to innocence 
as to guilt.” 

The motion seeking a directed 
verdict taking Field’s case away 
from the jury opened the eighth 
week of the mail fraud trial, in 
which Samuel Insull is accused, 
with 16 associates, of defrauding in- 
vestors in one of the more than 80 
companies of his public utility sys- 
tem. 

Field, formerly chairman of the 
Continental Illinois National Bank 
& Trust Co., was a director of In- 
sull’s Corporation Securities Co. in 
1930 and 1931. Testifying in his own 
defense, he said his only participa- 
tion was to attend the board meet- 
ings. ° 


ECONOMY LEAGUE SUBMITS 
BUDGET PLAN TO ROOSEVELT 


Would Balance Books by Eliminat- 
ing Billion and Half of Emergency 
Expenses, Adding New Taxes. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 19.—The Na- 
tional Economy League today sent 
President Roosevelt a plan for bal- 
ancing the Federal budget during 
the next fiscal year. 

The league proposes to eliminate 
a billion and a half dollars of emer- 
gency spending, “exert a rigid con- 
trol of the ordinary outgo,” 
add $935,000,000 in new taxes. 

The league’s proposed budget, 
which it has worked out “after 
months of research and conferences 
with Government officials,” carries 
a total of $5,435,000,000.

C. J. Burns, Assistant Captain of 
Detectives, said Abraham L. Kloian, 
58, disclosed in his written confes- 
sion he also had intended to kill 
John Narsies, at whose home the 
weaver was arrested Saturday night 
a few hours after Mrs. Sarkisian’s 
death. The presence of _ several 
children caused Kloian to give up 
his plan to kill Narsies, he said. 
Kloian was employed as a handy 
man in a rug shop operated by 
Mrs. Sarkisian and her husband, 
Dr. Toros Sarkisian. Police quoted 
him as saying the Sarkisians had 
worked him long hours at low pay 
and tried to “cheat” him. 

The prisoner added Mrs. Sarkisi- 
an and Mrs. Narsies had tried to 
“frame” him. This point was not 
made clear, Burns said, but it was 
thought the prisoner feared he 
would be unable to pay for a house 
he purchased on the _ installment 
plan. 

Burns, who said Kloian would be 
charged ‘with first degree murder, 
declared the weaver’s account of 
the killing was rambling and that 
he apparently was suffering from 
delusions.

We began to quarrel and he 
lay down on the divan in the living 
room. 

“We quarreled on and off all af- 
ternoon. About 6 o'clock I got a 
revolver I had bought for protec- 
tion because I was alone at home 
so much, and shot at him twice. I 
thought he was awake at the time, 
but he was asleer. 

“He jumped up and wrestled 
with me. The revolver went off 
again. I don’t know whether I in- 
tended to shoot myself or whether 
it went off accidentally. He took 
it from me, then went out and 
called the police. 

“I am sorry it turned out this 
way, I told him yesterday he would 
have to choose between me and 
that other woman, and he said he’d 
rather take her. But I would 7o 
back to him tomorrow, if he would 
have nie.”

The new established retail coal 
prices for St. Louis became formal- 
ly effective today with one dealer

George W. Curran, legal adviser 
of Divisional Code Authority No. 32 
of the Retail Solid Fuel Industry, 
said that it was anticipated that 
members of the industry would 
promptly file complaints, against 
those underselling the schedule, 
with the recently created Trade 
Practice Complaint and Complian.e 
Committee named by the divisional 
authority. 
Curran, who is a member of the 
authority, announced after examin- 
ing advertisements of dealers that 
“we have to have a showdown 
right away—no question about it.” 
Procedure to Be Followed. 
Offering coal for sale at prices 
below the schedule, he pointed out, 
constitutes a violation of the code 
as much as conducting the actual 
sales. On receipt of complaints 
the compliance committee conducts 
a hearing in executive session. If 
the evidence justifies it, the com- 
mittee may place its findings for 
prosecution before the Department 
of Justice or any appropriate NRA 
agency.

TVA OFFICIAL ARRIVES 
IN CITY FOR TWO TALKS 


Dr. Floyd W. Reeves Discusses 
Aims of Government 
Project. 


Dr. Floyd W. Reeves, director of 
the social and economics and per- 


sonnel divisions of the Tennessee 
Valley Authority, was in St. Louis 
today for two speeches on the 
work of the TVA. 

“In the last analysis,” he told re- 
porters at the breakfast table at 
the Mayfair Hotel, “the TVA is 
seeking just one thing—to find out 
if it is possible through planning 
to raise the general standard of liv- 
ing. It is making the experiment 
in a limited activit.", but never for 
a moment can it lose sig:.t of the 
fact that the results of the e: peri- 
ment are desired for national ap- 
plication. The New Deal cannot 
succeed unless the people are pre- 
pared to live in it, for it is essen- 
tially a new way of life. 

“President Roosevelt, at the be 
ginning of his administration, had 
two major problems to solve: First, 
to assist in devising a plan of na- 
tional recovery; second, to prevent 
the recurrence of periodic depres- 
sions. The TVA is an experimental 
effort directed primarily toward 
the solution of the latter problem. 
There had been too little planning 
in previous years.” 

Work of Planning Agency. 

The social and economic division, 
he explained, was charged, as a 
planning agency, with anticipating 
problems which would confront the 
Authority in the future and devis- 
ing means of solving them, 

“Planning in the social science 
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fields,” he added, “is not simple. It 
cannot succeed if superimposed 
upon the present pattern of life in 
the area. To be permanent, it 
must come through a redirection 
from within.” 

In addition, the division has han- 
dled questions of immediate nature, 
such as transfer of families from 
reservoir areas, development of ed- 
ucational facilities and social activi- 
ties in communities of TVA em- 
ployes, provision of commercial fa- 
cilities, health work, studies of im- 
mediate reforestation, and studies 
of local governmental problems 
arising from TVA’s activities. One 
of the future problems considered 
has been the control of malaria 
when shore lines are increased by 
the three dams of the system. 


Agency Has Employed 12,000. 

Dr. Reeves said his personne! di- 
vision had employed 12,000 persons, 
from laborers to scientists and exec- 
utives.

The mansion was built in 1832-

American Exposition Sept. 6, 1901, 
Ansley Wilcox owned it. He was 
a friend of Roosevelt’s and _ the 
Vice-President hurried there from 
a vacation in the Adirondacks on 
learning the President had _ died 
Sept. 14. ° 

After a visit to Mrs. McKinley, 
at the Milburn residence on _ the 
same street, Theodore Roosevelt re- 
turned to the Wilcox home and took 
the oath as President in the pres- 
ence of the McKinley Cabinet. John

Tells Them Not to Tie Their 
Hands By Signing 
Pledges. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—A 
warning to newly elected Congress- 


men against pledges of their votes 
on hehalf of various organizations 
which might have concealed mo- 
tives was issued by James A, Far- 
ley, chairman of the Democratic 
National Committee, in a radio ad- 
dress here last night. 
“Let nobody run away with the 
idea that the lesson of Nov. 6 has 
put an end to the campaign against 
the President’s policies,” said Far- 
ley. “Every day we read of organ- 
izations having for their purpose 
nterruption of the orderly processes 
of recovery. Some of these are rad- 
ical—aiming at the enactment of 
wild legislation; more are reaction- 
ary. It seems to me that it is not 
improbable that both groups are 
financed from the same source, for 
both are calculated to alarm the 
country, and to advance the idea 
that the Roosevelt administration 
is aiming at the redistribution of 
wealth, the elimination of the profit 
motive in business, unbridled infla- 
tion of the currency and heaven 
only knows what other nightmare 
is being cited to shake the people’s 
faith in their chief executive! 
Pressure on Consumer. 
“Already the newly elected Con- 
gressmen are being solicited to sign 
pledges, more or less vague, which 
would enable these organizations to 
claim them as adherents and so 
make a showing of strength before 
or at the coming session. To these 
Congressmen-elect I would say that, 
in my opinion, a legislator who ties 
his own hands in regard to legisla- 
tion on which he will vote is com- 
mitting as great a sin as a juryman 
who goes into court pledged in ad- 
vance as to a particular verdict. His 
duty to his country is to keep his 
mind open, to preserve his freedom 
of judgment and his independence 
of thought, to the end that when he 
takes a position on any of the grave 
matters with which the coming 
Congress must deal he will vote as 
his conscience directs for the best 
interests of the people. 
“We cannot, of course, permit 
people to starve. On the other 
hand, the Government cannot car- 
ry on indefinitely the support of 
such a multitude as is now on the 
relief rolls. How to get these peo- 
ple back into private employment 
is the problem of the industrialists 
even more than it is of the legis- 
lators. 


“People as Whole Must Pay.” 

“It is peculiarly the problem of 
industry, because whether the cost 
of maintaining the unemployed is 
borne by the Government or not, 
inevitably the people as a whole 
must pay for it. In the last analy- 
sis, the maintenance of these peo- 
ple is a charge on business, for 
whether that maintenance is done 
by direct charity or through the 
medium of taxes, it is bound to be 
as much a part of your overhead 
as rent, light or power. It is the 
administration’s job to see to it that 
the burden is equitably distributed 
and further to take such steps as 
are necessary for gradually dimin- 


promise. Naturally they will be be- 
set by enthusiasts who regard the 
New Deal as the opening for those 
extreme measures which we label 
socialistic or communistic. Nat- 
urally, they will be importuned by 
those who regard any departure 
from what has been done in the 
past as dangerous and unconstitw 
tional radicalism. I don’t imagine 
that anybody is much worried over 
the idea that the President’s good 
old-fashioned horse sense will be 
missing from the administration's 
course in this situation.

| CLEVELAND, Nov. 19.—The man- 
'ufacture of the ordinary oxygen of 
'the air by bombarding nitrogen, a 
_ lighter-weight element, with neu- 
trons, or parts of atoms, was re- 
| ported today to the National Acad- 
|ery of Sciences. 

| This represents the most difficult 


| kind of transmutation of the ele- 


'ments, the building up of heavier 


| elements out of lighter ones, a 
‘dream of the old alchemists. It has 


now been accomplished on a small 
| Scale by Dr. William D. Harkins of 
‘the University of Chicago. He re- 
| ported it to the opening session of 
‘the. academy’s autumn meeting 


| here. 
| He has found that neutrons, for- 


merly used only in bombarding and 
| breaking down atoms, also can be 
| used to build up new atoms by the 
'same kind of bombardment. 

| Dr. Harkins has discovered a new 
kind of nitrogen, slightly heavier 
than ordinary nitrogen, such as is 
'takerm from the air to be made into 
| fertilizers and explosives. He found 
that ordinary’ nitrogen would 
| change into the new kind when it 
| was bombarded with neutrons mov- 
|ing at great speed. The new nitro- 
'gen, however, soon disintegrated, 
‘changing into oxygen in the process. 
| The first formal report of the re- 
'cent discovery that the speed at 
'which light travels apparently is 
not always the same, was presented 
by Dr. F. G. Pease of Mount Wilson 
| Observatory and Dr. F. Pearson of 
| University of Chicago. They were 
'originally aided in the work by Dr. 
A. A. Michelson, now dead. 


They found that the speed of light 
seems to vary according to the po- 
sition of the moon, apparently being 
affected by the moon's “pull,” which 
causes the tides of the sea. The 
speed of light is roughly about 186,- 
000 miles a second, but the scientists 
have found it varies six miles per 
second at different times and they 
cannot explain the difference on the 
basis of errors in measurement.

MEXICO, D. F., Nov. 19.—More 
than 25,000 uniformed athletes of 
both sexes paraded yesterday before 
President Abelardo Rodriguez and 
members of the diplomatic corps, 
on the twenty-fourth anniversary of 
the revolution against Diaz.

| “We assert that the ethical con- 
ception of labor for the common

| Once this principle is complete- 
| ly realized in Germany, he said, 
“Europe also will introduce a sim- 
‘ilar order which alone can guaran- 


tee Europeaon peace. Since our 
fuehrer is the guarantor of. this 
new conception of economics his 


person also is in the last analysis 
the guaranty for Europe’s peace.” 

Darre contended that until about 
1000 years ago Germany ruled by 
the conception that goods must be 
produced to supply actual needs. 

Effect of Profit Motive. 

With the introduction of the Jew- 
ish principle of working for prof- 
it, irrespective of the need of con- 
sumers, he said, there came a cleav- 
age between employer and worker, 
between city and country. 

“History shows,” he said, “that 
the Jew never created values but 
always injected himself where 
he could earn without working.” 

Darre proudly pointed to the fact 
that the agricultural sector of Ger- 
many’s economic life was first to 
abandon completely the liberal eco- 
nomic principles. He admitted this 
would necessitate many painful op- 
erations, but said that success was 


already so obvious that industry 
and other branches of German

“They were used to obeying, and 
that was decisive,” he said. 


Germany Bars “Saar Book.” 

BERLIN, Nov. 19.—The Govern- 
ment has excluded from further cir- 
culation in its present form the 
elaborately printed 334-page “Saar 
Book,” issued originally as a Saar 
propaganda instrument. Exception 
was taken to the concluding section 
of the volume, which on alternate 
pages showed pictures of Negroes 
dancing with white women assert- 
edly from France, and scenes of 
French squalor and riots which 
were contrasted with photographs 
of German workers’ conditions, 
showing clean streets.

10 QUIZ FRANCE 
AND ARGENTINA ON 
GRAIN EXPORTS 


World Wheat Conference 
to Ask About Shipments 
Said to Have Depressed 


Prices. 


By the Associated Press. 

BUDAPEST, Hungary, Nov. 19.— 
Argentina and France will be called 
on by the World Wheat Conference, 
opening tomorrow, to explain heavy 
grain shipments in recent weeks. 


These shipments are blamed in 
some quarters for depressing world 
prices. The Liverpool market 
touched a record low for the year 
Saturday. 

The Canadian delegation ex- 
pressed fears at the London meet- 
ing in August that failure to adopt 
quotas then would lead to “dump- 
ing” by France and Argentina, 
which would wipe out all improve- 
ment in world prices resulting from 
the drouth in the United States. 

France particularly, it was said, 
is in a delicate position, as she made 
a pledge to the conference last win- 
ter which was expected virtually to 
remove her from the export field. 

Delegates from the major wheat 
countries will review operations 
over the last few months of the in- 
ternational wheat pact, designed to 
boost prices.

PASPARRI WHO 
PECONCILED ITALY 
AND VATICAN, DIES 


Cardinal Who Was Papal 
Secretary of State Under 
Two Popes, Succumbs to 
Pneumonia at 82.

ROME, Nov. 19.—Pietro Cardinal 
Gasparri, former Papa! secretary of 
state, died of pneumonia shortly af- 
ter 10:30 o’clock last night. He was 
82 years old. 

He was stricken last week with 


influenza. He sank steadily yester 
day. At 5 p. m. Archbishop Otta- 
viani. Under-Secretary of State,im- 
parted the special blessing of Pope 
Pius. Extreme unction was admin- 
istered Saturday. 

To bolster a steadily weakening 
heart, oxygen was administered by 
physicians. 

Eugenio Cardinal Pacelli, Gaspar 
ri’s successor as Secretary of State 
visited the dying prelate during the 
evening. His nephew, Enrico Car- 
dinal Gasparri, celebrated a final 
mass at his uncle’s villa and ad- 
ministered communion. 


Pope Notified of Death, 


Cardinal Enrico Gasparri, the 
prelate’s nephew, notified Pope 
Pius of the death. A high prelate 
and a vatican judicial officer went 
to the Cardinal's apartment and 
sealed the door of his study. 

Pope Pius ordered the funeral 
to be held at 10 a. m.

LEE MANTLE DIES AT 83; 
FORMER MONTANA SENATOR

Founder of Butte Newspaper, 
Advocate of Free Coinage, 
Denied Seat in 1893. 
By the Associated Press. 

LOS ANGELES, Nov. 19.—Lee 
Mantel, former United States Sena- 
tor from Montana, died at his home 
here yesterday from a heart attack. 
His widow, Etta Daly Mantle, whom 
he married at 72, and his son, Lee 
Jr., will accompany the body _ to 
Butte, Mont., for burial Wednesday. 
He was 83 years old. 

He founded the Butte Intermoun- 
tain, which later became the Butte 
Daily Post. He was chairman of 
the Montana Republican State Com- 
mittee for several years. 

Mr. Mantle was born in England, 
but came to this country at the age 
of 13. He became a United States 
Senator through a deadlock in the 
Montana Legislature of 1893 for the 
place of Senator Wilbur F. Sanders, 
whose term had expired. 

Democrats sought to name W. A. 
Clark of Butte; the Republicans 
wanted to return Sanders. The Pop- 
ulists ofiered the name of Samuel 
Mulville. Others proposed Mantle. 
Two days after the session closed, 
Gov. Rickards appointed Mantle for 
the ad interim term. 

The Senate refused him a seat. 
Though a Republican, he was 
known to favor free coinage of sil- 
ver and that caused some Republic- 
an Senators to oppose him.

PREACHES SERMON ON WORK 
OF WILLIAM GREENLEAF ELIOT 


Rev. W. S. Swisher Tells of 
Founding of Unitarian Church 
of Messiah in 1834. 


The ministry of Wiiliam Green- 
leaf Eliot, founder of the Unitarian 
Church of the Messiah and of 
Washington University, was de- 
scribed in a sermon preached yes- 
terday, in a preliminary observance 
of the church’s 100th anniversary, 
to be celebrated next Sunday. The 


Rev. Walter S. Swisher, pastor, was 
the preacher. 

He told of Eliot’s graduation from 
Harvard in 1834, and of his 24-day 
journey from Boston to St. Louis, 
where he arrived by steamboat. A 
series of agnostic lectures had been 
in progress in Elihu Shepard’s 
school house, and William Eliot an- 
nounced a change in this program, 
saying that he proposed to organize 
a Christian church, which should 
stand for worship, service and edu- 
cation. 

Pastor Eliot established a free 
school with 100 pupils, and drafted 
a memorial to the Legislature for 
a tax-supported school system. With 
17 members of the church as Co- 
incorporators, he founded Eliot 
Seminary, which became Washing- 
ton University, of which Dr. Eliot 
was chancelior.

FLUNK TEST, THEN SUE 


Morgenthau Cited to Justify 
‘Horse Sense’ Questions 
That Cost Them Jobs, 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—Nine 
hundred employes who failed to pass 
examinations and lost their jobs 
with the alcohol tax unit went to 
court about it today. 

Through counsel, they obtained a 
ruling from the District of Colum- 
bia Supreme Court ordering Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Morgenthau to 
show why a permanent injunction 
should not be issued restraining op- 
eration of the McKellar “rider” 
which required the tests. Samuel 
T. Ansell, counsel for the employes, 
charged that the rider was passed 
under a misconception and that it 
is in direct conflict with civil serv- 
ice procedure, 

Ansell asserted that when inves- 
tigation of the status of the affect- 
ed employes was begun in the Sen- 
ate at the instance of Senator Mc- 
Kellar (Dem.), Tennessee, it was 
done on the plea that the workers 
had been brought into service with- 
out “real civil service examination; 
that practically all belonged to one 
political party (Republican)”, and 
that such appointive method is “not 
consonant with the civil service laws 
and is contrary to the spirit and in- 
tent of the laws.” 

Test questions, drawn up by the 
Civil Service Commission and 
flunked by the 900 employes, 
brought complaints that the ques- 
tions were better suited to recent 
college. graduates than to experi- 
enced prohibition bureau workers. 


Some officials called them “horse 
sense” questions.” 
Some of the Questions. 
The ‘commission, pronouncing 


“unfortunate” the legislation which 
caused it all, has made public its 
80 “mental test” questions, with 
their correct answers, and the 25 
more involved in its “observation 
test.” 

Here are some of the quediions in 
the mental test with the number of 
the correct answer: 

Complex means most nearly (1) 
entire (2) intricate (3) invisible (4) 
indefinite (5) lengthy. The correct 
answer is (2). 

Seldom is to never as little is to 
(1) often (2) sometimes (3) some 
(4) less (5) none, The correct an- 
swer is (5). 

Apprehend means most nearly (1) 
avoid (2) condemn (3) admonish 
(4) frighten (5) capture. The cor- 
rect answer is (5). 

Limit is to boundary as frontier 
is to (1) danger (2) barricade (3) 
pioneer (4) border (5) customs. The 
correct answer is (4). 

Mollify means most nearly (1) 
persuade (2) strengthen (3) please 
(4) correct (5) appease. The cor- 
rect answer is (5). 

Arithmetic Problems. 

There were 18 of this “means 
most nearly” kind of questions, and 
14 of the “is to...as” variety. 

Sprinkled through were a few 
problems in arithmetic such as: “A 
person owning five-sevenths of a 
distillery sold three-fourths of his 
share for $9345. At that rate what 
is the total value of the distillery? 
Answer: $17,444.” 

There were a lot of sayings such 
as “praise a fine day at night,” 
which were to be joined by num- 
ber with things that meant the 
same. For instance one was wrong 
if he said this meant “one enjoys 
pleasures most in remembrance.” 
Right if you linked it with “the 
real worth of things can be esti- 
mated only in retrospect.” Fifteen 
long problems bore specifically on 
the liquor traffic. 

By answering only 56 of the 80 
questions, the commission pointed 
out, an eligible rating of 70 per 
cent could be acquired. However, 
less than 25 per cent of all who 
took the test passed. There were 
complaints from the American Fed- 
eration of Government employes 
that no credit, was given for ex- 
perience, and that men who had 
been for many Years in civil serv- 
ice had to compete at a disadvan- 
tage with boys fresh from college.

BILLIKENS BEGIN 
PREPARING FOR 
BEARS’ CONTEST

A severe shock may have either 
of two results. It may galvanize 
into action or further induce coma. 
Followers of St. Louis University 


football today are wondering just 
what effect that Kirksville shock 
will have on the Billikens. 

Ten days intervene before _ the 
Thanksgiving day game with the 
Washington University Bears and 
the Billikens have much to do in 
that time. Hitherto, Coach Muel- 
lerleile has been able to stress at- 
tack practice, letting the defense 
take care of itself to a gertain ex- 
tent. But, after that Kirksville per- 
formance, it is evident that neither 
the St. Louis offense nor the de- 
fense can be let alone. Both need 
fixing. 

The St. Louis offense against the 
Teachers was pitiful but the backs 
weren't to blame. You can’t go 
anywhere without a start and that 
supposedly strong Billiken line was 
sieve-like as the Kirksville  for- 
wards came through and_ stopped 
the back before the line of scrim- 
mage was reached. As for the de- 
fense, strong in earlier games, it 
too, went haywire against Kirks- 
ville and was about as inefficient as 
was the offense. 

Opinion of observers is fast veer- 
ing to the conclusion that a pair 
of new tackles wouldn’t hurt the 
St. Louis line any. Axtell and Con- 
lon are the biggest pair but their 
work, this season, has been below 
what was expected from the two 
veterans. Now, without 
tackles, no line can be considered 
strong and as Axtell and Conlon 
have developed “structural” weak- 
ness, so has a good line sunk to 
mediocrity. 

These things being true, members 
of the Billiken team may expect 
no rest for the next week. Probably, 
wholesale changes will be made in 
the St. Louis battle-front and, ob- 
servers say, if none are made, some 
should be. A line that will charge 
and block, a line that, at least will 
appear fairly interested in the 
field proceedings, is necessary to a 
good showing against Washington 
and such a line-combination will be 
sought in the days of practice re- 
maining. 

And, there is no danger that the 
Billikens will underrate the Bears. 
Such may have been the case with 
the Kirksville Teachers. If so, the 
Billikens must have learned their 
lesson by about the bitterest meth- 
od known to football.

BARTENDERS’ UNION ADVISES — 
KANSAS CITY TO ‘TIGHTEN UP’ 


Organizer Compares Conditions to 
Barbary Coast; More Control 
Urged in Resolution. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 19.— 
Frank L. Johnston of Washington, 
international organizer of the Bar- 
tenders’ Union, said today Kansas 


City must “tighten up” or the pro- 
hibitionists would again assume con- 
trol. 

“Kansas City is like many other 
cities,” said Johnston, who has been 
here the last two weeks in the in- 
terests of the Bartenders’ Union. 
“The situation on East Twelfth 
street in Kansas City, where most 
places are selling liquor indiscrimi- 
nately, almost equals the palmiest 
days of Paris and the infamous 
Barbary Coast of San Francisco.” 

Members of the union here have 
adopted a _ resolution, copies of 
which were sent to members of the 
new Missouri Legislature, which 
says: 

“We favor a uniform license fee 
for all places dispensing malt or 
spiritous beverages, and believe this 
fee should be high enough to elimi- 
nate the ‘can joint’ and small 
‘dives,’ so that the legitimate, full 
licensed places may earn a return 
on the investment, thereby insur- 
ing decent working conditions and 
wages to the employes in the indus- 
try, and better campliance with the 
laws relating thereto. 

“We favor full enforcement of the 
law against the sale of beverages to 
minors, and further favor an exten- 
sion of the law to the effect that no 
minor, either male or female, be 
employed in any capacity, in any 
house dispensing intoxicating bev- 
erages.” 


EIGHT CALIFORNIA PASTORS 
MAKE PLEA FOR LAMSON 


In One Prayer for Release Is Of- 
fered; He Is Seeking Release 
on Bond. 

By the Associated Press. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 19.—Pleas 
were made in eight churches here 
Sunday. in defense of David Lam- 
son, former Stanford University 
Press employe, who awaits, in jail, 
disposition of a murder charge 
against him in connection with the 
death of his wife. In one church 
prayer for his release soon was 
asked. The Rev. Jason Noble Pierce 
of First Congregational Church said: 

“The conviction and _ imprison- 
ment of David Lamson is a stain 
upon the name of California. Let 
us pray that David Lamson soon 
will be released and that once re- 
turned to the bosom of his family 
he will be welcomed back by his 
neighbors and friends and given the 
Same respected place in society he 
was made to forsake a year and a 
half ago.” 

Mrs. Lamson, the former Allene 
Thorpe of Lamar, Mo., was found 
dead in the bathtub of the Lamson 
home on the Stanford campus Me- 
morial day, 1933. Lamson was con- 


to death. A new trial recently was 
granted by the California Supreme 
Court. Decision has not yet been 
made by prosecuting attorneys on 
whether they will oppose Lamson’s 
release on bail pending a retrial. 
Lamson now is held in the Santa 
Clara County jail. 


Worst Fog of Season in England.

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GASPARRI, WHO 
RECONCILED ITALY 


AND VATICAN, DIES 
Continued From Page One, 


with condolences of the royal fam- 
ily. 

Cardinal Gasparri had been Sec- 
retary of State under two Popes. 
In 1932 he was nominated by the 
Pope to head the church after his 
death, but: Gasparri died first. He 
was regarded as one of the most 
able diplomats that ever occupied 
the Secretary of State’s post and as 
one of the outstanding authorities 
on canon law. He was a strong op- 
ponent of Fascism. 


One of his great achievements 
was the restoration of friendly re- 
lations between the Vatican and 
Italy. In the long negotiations that 
led to that result he was chief 
spokesman for the Pope. 


At the bedside when the end 
came were Cardinal Gasparri’s con- 
fessor, Father Modesto; his physi- 
cians, Dr. Petacci and Dr. Zeri; his 
nephew, Cardinal Enrico Gasparri; 
another nephew, Archbishop Ber- 
nardini, apostolic delegate to Aus- 
tralia, together with other nephews 
and nieces and many prelates. 

Cardinals, prelates and civil dig- 
nitaries, including the governors of 
Rome and Vatican City, visited his 
house during the day and signed 
the register betokening hope for 
his recovery. 

Almost until] the end the dying 
churchman retained a clear mind. 
Although the doctors imposed §si- 
lence, hoping to conserve his 
strength, he laughed and joked with 
his nurses. 

Late in the afternoon his doctors 
performed a second blood-letting 
operation, hoping to better his heart 
action, but the expedient was of no 
avail. 

Cardinal Gasparri had one of the 
busiest lives ever recorded in the 
church. He worked almost until 
the end. Wednesday afternoon he 
gave a long lecture on the history 
of codification of canon law before 
a world juridical congress attended 
by several American delegates. He 
had worked for years on codifica- 
tion of canon law. 

Wanted to Resign Cardinalate. 

He told his audience that some 
time ago, feeling weighed down by 
the immense work of codification 
and as an active church adminis- 
trator, he wished to resign the car- 
dinalate. He relinquished his duties 
as secretary of state to Cardinal 
Pacelli in 1930. He said his friend 
and collaborator on codification of 
canon law, Father Wernz, had dis- 
suaded him from resigning as Car- 
dinal. 

While delivering his lecture he 
appeared to be in the best of health 
and in fine spirits. He laughed and 
talked with many delegates who 
presented their congratulations. 
But having to walk through the 
rain to his car after the lecture, 
he caught cold and awoke Thurs- 
day morning with a high fever and 
an attack of bronchitis. 

Given immediate medical care, 
he began to recover and on Friday 
seemed much better, although his 
ailment was diagnosed as influenza. 
Then pneumonia set in. 


Career of Cardinal Gasparri; Taught 
Canon Law in Paris. 

Pietro Gasparri was born at Capo- 
valazza de Ussita on May 5, 1852. 
After studying at the Pontificate 
Seminary at Rome, he received the 
degree of doctor of philosophy, the- 
ology and canonical law. 

From 1880 to 1898 he was profes- 
sor of canon law at the Catholic In- 
stitute in Paris. He was sent in 1898 
to Peru, Ecuador and Bolivia as 
Apostolic Delegate and remained in 
South America until 1901. 

In 1904 a delicate and difficult 
task was confided to him by Pope 
Pius X—the organization and direc- 
tion of the codification of canon 
law. 

The cardinalate was conferred 
upon him in 1907 and seven. years 
later Benedict XV appointed him 
Secretary of State, where he direct- 
ed the relations of the Vatican with 
secular states throughout the world. 
This office he held during the World 
War and the almost equally trying 
period of reconstruction which fol- 
lowed. 

During the World War he insti- 
tuted the work of searching out 
and communicating with prisoners. 

His negotiations with Premier 
Mussolini for an understanding 
between the Italian Government and 
the Vatican were begun in 1926. Re- 
lations were restored in 1929 with 
Italy recognizing the Vatican State. 

In 1930 the aged Cardinal was 
relieved of his heavy task as Papal 
Secretary of State and retired to 
live in a little house given him by 
the Pope, near the celebrated Coli- 
seum.

ARRANGING 10 REPAY 
EXULSS PREMIUMS 


State Bureau and Fire Insur- 
ance Companies Drafting 
Compromise. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent.o fthe Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 19.—A 


conference was held here this after- 


noon by representatives of the State 
Insurance Department and the stock 
fire insurance companies to com- 
plete the terms of a proposed com- 
promise on the amount of interest 
the companies must pay on unre- 
funded excess premiums, which 
were collected by the companies 
during litigation over a 10 per cent 
fire insurance rate reduction or- 
dered by the State in 1922. 

The compromise agreement also 
will cover, in part, the method of 
accounting to be followed in a suit 
now pending in the Cole County Cir- 
cuit Court, in which the State sought 
to compel full restitution of the 
. -13,081,619 in excess premiums col- 
lected by the companies before the 
rate reduction finally was sustained 
by the courts and put into effect in 
August, 1929. 

A form of court ordre wiill be 
drawn up which will be submitted 
to the Cole County Circuit Court 
tomorrow for approval. 

Counter Offers. 

The State Insurance Department 
has no definite information on what 
part of the $13,087,619 is still unre- 
funded to the policy holders. Esti- 
mates have placed the unrefunded 
total between $3,000,000 and $5,000,- 
000. Attorneys for the insurance 
companies have declared the amount 
does not exceed $1,500,000. 

In a recent conference, in which 
compromise negotiations were 
opened by the companies, the com- 
panies suggested that they pay only 
the amount of unrefunded premi- 
ums, with no interest. The depart- 
ment objected and offered a coun- 
ter proposal that the companies 
pay the unrefunded premiums plus 
6 per cent interest. The interest 
would be computed on an average 
of the annual collections of premi- 
ums still unrefunded, from 1922 to 
1929, and at 6 per cent on the total! 
unrefunded amount since 1929. 

Accounting to Be Made. 

It is understood the companies 
have agreed in general to the terms 
of the department’s counter  pro- 
posal. Under the proposal] the com- 
panies will file in court a complete 
itemized statement, showing the 
policies on which refuns have not 
been made, the name of the gaency 
writing the policies, and the total 
refund due on each policy. These 
will be subject to verification by 
the department and three _ special 
masters appointed by the Cour to 
conduct an accounting. 

Under the compromise proposal, 
the companies will be saved the 
burden of presenting a complete 
itemized statement of all excess 
premiums collected, including those 
which have been refunded, and will 
escape the possibility of having to 
pay some interest on amounts al- 
ready refunded, 

Circuit Judge Nike Sevier, in May, 
1933, entered judgments in the 
State’s restitution suits against 143 
companies for $13,087,619 in excess 


premiums colletced from Nov. 15, 
1922, to Aug. 9, 1929, and for $5,- 
586,177 in interest on these  pre- 


miums up to May 2, 1033, when the 
suit” was filed. These totaled $18,- 
673,796. The judgments against the 
individual companies were to be 
modified by whatever showing they 
could make in the accounting or- 
dered by the Court, of refunds al- 
ready made. The Circuit Court’s 
jurisdiction to conduct the account- 
ing recently was sustained by the 
United States Supreme Court. 


WOMAN LEADS VILLAGE GROUP 
DEFENDING ITS WATERWORKS 


Chicago Suburban Policeman Says 
She Used Revolver in Resisting 
New Plant Move.

CHICAGO, Nov. 19.—A group in 
suburban Midlothian is stoutly de- 
fending a small waterworks plant 
in an attempt to block its sale to 
village authorities. The purchase 
by the village trustees, authorized 
by part of the Midlothian Garden 
and Water Association members, 
was reported to be in fulfillment 
of conditions made by the PWA 
relative to a $40,000 loan for con- 
struction of a new water system to 
serve the village in place of its 
present four small systems. 

A dozen association members, an- 
gered by the sale, gathered at the 
waterworks yesterday when a po- 
lice officer came to take over the 
plant. The officer retreated when, 
as he said, Mrs. Tennelle Jage, sec- 
retary-treasurer of the association, 
backed up her command to him to 
leave by producing a revolver. 

Opponents of the sale charge that 
a well, basis of the water system, is 
owned by a private individual, not 
the association.

ON THE RESALE OF BONDS 
They Had Been Bought to Help 
Finance Non-Federal 
Projects. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—The 
Public Works Administration has 


added up a $370,681 profit on bond 
resales and accepteditasa sign of 
“resumption on a widening scale of 
private finanging of construction 
for public purposes.” 

The profit was made on $19,599,- 
142 of bonds bought to help finance 
non-Federal PWA projects. Most 
of it came from the disposal by the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion of 69 issues of municipal bonds 
at $14,788,300 for a profit of $373,- 
166. Five issues previously had 
been sold for $903,000 at a premium 
of $11,795, but the profit was re- 
duced by a $14,280 loss on three 
railroad issues of $3,604,000 on 
which interest was waived for the 
first year. 

The total realized was brought to 
$19,599,142 by. resale or maturity of 
$271,000 of other obligations. 

Further PWA allotments, failing 
an additional appropriation at the 
next Congress, must come from the 
revolving fund supplied by bond 


resales, Not only has the $3,700,- 
000,000 appropriation been ex- 
hausted, but about $10,000,000 of 


bond sale proceeds also has been 
allotted.

“Industry has before it at this 
time a duty of imposing propor- 
tions that must be met squarely,” 
read the _ invitation. “Recovery 
problems confront’ the country. 
They demand the best thought and 
help of all the people. Elected of- 
ficials who invited assistance re 
entitled to the full assistance of 
industry in working out a sound 
basis of co-operation which will re- 
store economic stability. 

“The major question is not what 
has been done in the past but what 
new steps are necessary to bring 
recovery.” 

Questions to be considered in- 
clude: How to relieve distress and 
at the same time not plunge the 
nation into bankruptcy or threat- 
en its credit? 

What new moves to curtail un- 
employment are practical and fea- 
sible?

HIS is a story of homeless wom- 
{ pratnbers who come from the 

glamour of social life, timidly 
asking if they may keep just one 
of their antique chairs; women of 
culture, holding a book or a pic- 
ture that means much to them; 
women who all their lives have 
been sheltered, carrying a box hold- 
ing a china tea set or a piece of 
old silver and women who have 
managed to hang on alone for 30 
or 40 years, clutching a worn fur 
neckpiece or a button box filled 
with odds and ends—all homeless 
and receiving aid from the Bureau 
for Women. 

This agency is the product of the 
depression, Until 1931 women who 
needed assistance were helped by 
family relief societies. In that year, 
however, the problem was begin- 
ning t»o grow to such proportions 
that it was decided to set up an 
agency to specialize in helping the 
unattached woman. 

According to records the num- 
ber of families requiring relief 
since the establishing. of the Bu- 
reau for Women has multiplied 10 
times, the number of homeless men 
18 times but the number of women 
turning to the welfare agencies for 
help has increased 25 times. 

Mrs. Gertrude Force, director of 


the Bureau for Women, now at 
3817 Olive street, started three 
years ago with a desk in the office 
of the Citizen’s Application Bu- 
reau where new-relief applications 
were taken. She had 64 needy wom- 
en to assist and to counsel at the

The number grew rap- 
idly as the full force of the depres- 
sion was felt. The staff of the 
Bureau had to be increased and 
separate quarters found. 

The 5000 women now receiving 
help from the Bureau for Women 
represent many social backgrounds 
and walks of life. A study of 435" 
women who applied for the first 
time during 1933 revealed the fact 
that most of them in normal times 
managed to support themselves. 
Half of them are between 30 and 
o0 years of age, the group between 
30 and 45 being especially large. 
About a fifth are under 30, leaving 
30 per cent about evenly divided 
between the 50 and _ 60-year-old 
group and the over 60 group. Slight- 
ly more than one-third are widows, 
another third are separated from 
their husbands, while the remainder 
are single, divorced or deserted. 
Only 17 per cent have never been 
married. Two-thirds did not fihish 
grade school, and 5 per cent had 
no schooling at all. But 14 out of 
every hundred have attended. high 


school or college. Ninety-nine per 


cent are native born Americans 
and 98 per cent have been residents 
of St. Louis for more than a year. 

Sixty-one per cent were normally 
employed in domestic _ service. 
Twenty-seven per cent were in in- 
dustry or trade. Four per cent were 
electrical workers. Two per cent

to those in charge of the bureau is 
the most difficult to help. It con- 
sists mostlY of women who have 
been in comfortable circumstances 
or even well-to-do, who, through fi- 
nancial losses have been left strand- 
ed. Knowing no trade, unaccus- 
tomed to work and often advanced 
in years, they feel utterly helpless. 
Some of them make a brave effort 
to adjust to the new world in which 
they find themselves, and helped by 
the bureau to find employment, 
eventually solve their problem. 
Others feel inadequate to grapple 
with their fate, and it requires the 
utmost tact, ingenuity and persist- 
ence on the part of the bureau 
workers to keep them trying. 


“The type of woman who has seen 
better days is accounting for an in- 
creasing share of the total number 
receiving relief,’ said Mrs. Force. 
“In the new applications being re- 
ceived this year, this group would 
account for a substantially larger 
share than the 6 per cent in last 
year’s computation who were put 
down as ‘no trade or profession.’ 
This is because many of _ these 
women have been taken care of by 
friends or relatives, who feel that 
they can no longer assume the bur- 
cen. Many of these women have 
been sleeping on the davenport in 
the living room or on a couch in 
the dining room, noping it would be 


things could be tided over. 

“It is surprising to know how 
many of those on the bureau’s relief 
rolis are from families which have 
been among the most prominent in 
St. Louis social life. Some are grad- 
uates of exclusive schools and have 
been accustomed to a life of social 
gaiety, broken by yearly trips to 
Europe or to the Northern summer 
resorts. One woman recently sold 
an Oriental rug, a remnant of her 
past scale of living, for $500, enough 
to support her for many months on 
the present modest standard which 
the bureau has helped her to work 
out. Some of these women received 
substantial estates on the death of 
their husbands, but invested them 
unwisely and lost everything. De- 
preciation of real estate values 
wiped out the equities of many. 
One woman, now being helped by 
the bureau, lost an equity formerly 
valued at $60,000 in an apartment 
building, when its value fell just 
enough to cover the mortgage. 

“Often these women, who have 
seen better days, are almost child- 


like in their ignorance of the world. 
Sometimes they are astonished 
when they learn that the relief 


funds will not permit them to con- 
tinue living at an exclusive apart- 
ment hotel. From such unpromis- 
ing beginnings, due to inexperience 
and an over-sheltered life, the task 


of the Bureau for Women is to 
arouse a desire and a need for in- 
dependence and self-reliance. One 
woman came to the bureau, telling 
how harshly life had dealt with er 
and to demonstrate it, held up~her 
hands, exclaiming, ‘Just look at my 
mended gloves.’ When clerical work 


_ ‘was found for her at a hospital she 


refused to eat with her fellow-em- 
ployes. Getting her to adjust her- 
self to a new life is a hard task and 
just one of the 5000 human prob- 
lems the bureau has to worry about. 

“The bureau, while faced with the 
necessity of adjusting women of this 
type to a lower standard of living 
than they have known before, does 
not try to save pennies on the re- 
lief of the working girl at the ex- 
pense of spoiling her prospects of 
finding a new job. For a stenogra- 
pher out of work, a tidy appear- 
ance may mean the difference of 
finding a job and getting off of re- 
lief or staying on relief more or 
less indefinitely. Some _ business 
girls, for instance, are ashamed to 
wear a fur coat if they have one.”

NE day Mrs. Force met one of 
(x women under the care of the 

bureau, an unemployed stenog- 
rapher. The girl was neatly dressed, 
her ensemble including a fur coat 
acquired when she had a position. 
She was obviously embarrassed, but 
Mrs. Force quickly reassured her. 

“How nice you are looking,” Mrs. 
Force said. “Why don’t you look 
that way all the time? You may 
get a job.” 

The girl was much encouraged. 
Mrs. Force in recalling the story 
commented that it would be foolish 
to require girls like that to sell their 
clothes for the few dollars’ they 
would bring and perhaps forfeit for 
a long time to come the chances 
of employment. 

“Comparatively few of the women 
look to marriage as a ‘way out,’” 
said Mrs. Force. “Some of them 
frankly assert that their choice 
would be limited to widowers with 
two or three children, ‘and then,’ 
they say, ‘my troubles would really 
begin. Many women in time of 
idleness and trouble turn to writing 
as an emotional outlet. Many write 
stories or scenarios or their auto- 
biography or reflections on what 
life has done to them. Much of the 
output is unpromising, but some of 
the women under the care of the 
bureau have occasionally sold arti- 
cles to a women’s magazine for $1 
or $5.” 

The Bureau for Women has two 
temporary shelter homes, one for 
white and one for Negro women, 
where those in need of emergency 
shelter are housed until plans for 
future care can be made. Often 
care is eventually arranged for 
them with relatives or friends, the 
bureau paying a modest amount for 
board. The aim is to see that girls 


and women in need have as normal) ~ .

those near them helps. If they are 
placed in a rooming house, the bu- 
reau tries to arrange, especially in 
the case of the younger women, that 
there is a parlor where friends may 
be received. 

“Tt is useless to expect persons 
down on their luck to give up all 
the pleasures of life,” said Mrs. 
Force. “And even if it were de- 
sired, most people would find some 
way to get around the restrictions 
placed on them.”

The number of children who are 
hampered and held back by nervous 
mothers seems greater today than 
ever before. Time was when small 
boys and girls could get out of sight 
of their elders and try stunts with- 
out fear of interference. But so 
small has the world grown that 
most children have to live in the 
public eye and behave with proper 
caution. 

Half the fears will never be real- 
ized. Children walked unharmed in 
long grass and were never bitten 
by snakes even when there were

number of children killed or in- 
jured by falls out of trees is quite 
small. 

And for such futile, idle dreads, 
mothers will risk making their chil- 
dren’s lives wretched.

In Small Things

N my heart lives the image of 
| an old schoolmaster in days gone 
by. Shy, awkward, ' cock-eyed, 
with a wry smile, he was a bit of 
an oddity, and he wore the queer- 
est hat that anyone ever heard of. 

A “character,” as we say, fan- 
tastic and fascinating, he lived un- 
known to fame. No great events 
made him their theme; one su- 
preme joy and one supreme trag- 
edy his soul knew, and he kept his 
secret. He never told of the wife 
he loved so wonderfully and lost so 
soon. 

Wrapt up in his work, he spent 
his life teaching writing, wriggling, 
inky-fingered boys and girls. Yet 
there was something great in that 
lonely little man, in spite of the 
dull round of his long days; some- 
thing of the hero and the saint— 
he was so true-hearted. “6 
Just think of the dreary round of 
teaching the same lessons year in 
and year out, through 20 years: Yet 
such a drudgery may be the me- 
dium for the making of true hu- 
man greatness. He took the drab 
reality of his task and. made it ro- 
mantic, and that is true success. 
An ordinary man? No, there are 
no ordinary folk, if we have eyes 
to see and hearts to understand. 
The life of that old teacher, if writ- 
ten with laughter and tears and 
pity and tenderness, would be an 
epic. To his boys his memory is a 
tonic, a rebuke and a blessing. 
Steel-true, in spite of his angles 
and absurdities, a hidden, mysteri- 
ous power lived in him; hidden 
from himself in his own modest es- 
timate, and more deeply from oth- 
ers. Yet today it stands out like a 
star, and we see that he lived a 
really great life in a small place. 
All that was odd and eccentric in 
him has now dropped away. One 
sees him at last quit of the things 
that made him funny, and often 
trying. The quaint mask that he 
wore—no doubt to hide a soul too 
sensitive—has fallen off, and —he 
helps us to see all men more clearly. 

How blind we are! True great- 
ness does not lie in dazzling gifts 
which for a few hours set the world 
agog. There is a Gospel that
